First Masonic Lodge. 
The promotion of fraternal orders 


has been a conspicuous trait of Ameri- 
cnn character ever since the common 
interests of the pre-revoulution pat- 
riots drew them together into secret 
associations. That trait in the last 
century became a dominant one among 
uur free and interaeting peopie. At- 
lanta very naturally was pot cxem,t 
from this disposition toward mutual 
association and altruistic « ‘tivities 

Since the population was larze 
enough to warrant the undertaking, 
the Free Masons who were gathered 
here aS prominent residents institu- 
ted Lodge No. 59 on October wh, 1837. 
lt was not only chartered by 
grand lodge at that time, but was 
incorporated in 1852 as a body po- 
litic incorporate. The lodge grew 
rapidly and Mt. Zion Royal Arch 
chapter No. 16 was chartered shortly 
thereafter. And both have continued 
their activities and benevolence to the 
Other lodges, councils 
and commanderies have been insti- 
tuted in the city, coordinately with the 
grewth of the city, and have con- 
tained in their membership practically 
all of the responsible citizens who 
have lived in Atlanta. When the city 
was destroyed by the federal army, 
members of the craft in that army 
saw to it that the Masonic hall was 
exempted from -the conflagration, but 
it fell a victim to accidental flames a 
a year later. Then the Masonic bodies 
met in the upper floors of the Grant 
building at the corner of Marietta 
and Broad streets, until the present 
Masonic temple was built in its pres- 
ent location at the corner of Peach- 
tree and Cain streets, 

The Masons of Atlanta have always 
been among the foremost of its pro- 
moters, and today constitute the 
strongest fraternal contingent to our 
population. There are now in and 
adjacent to the city 62 lodges, chap- 
ters, councils, commanderies and 
shrines of the Masonic population, and 
the visitor from any part of the na- 
tion who is entitled to affiliation or 
visitation, will find his opportunities 
for either both cordial and plentiful. 
The most famous of the Masonic as- 
sociations in Atlanta is Yaarahb tem- 
ple of the Ancient Arabie Order of 
The 


the tume of Yaarab hase been 
carried all over the continent by the 
splendid appearances that its nobles, 
patrols and drum corps have made in 
the national meetings of the order 
for many years past. ‘The members 
of the temple. that characterize en- 
terprise and liberality, are now moy- 
ing to erect a $1,000,000 mosque in 
the city, and will undoubtedly carry 
the big enterprise to consummation. 

The first lodge of the Independent 
Ortler of Odd Fellows, Central lodge 
No. 28, was established in 1848, and 
is still the active leader-of the fra- 
ternity in the city. There are nine 
lodges; five encampments and _ five 
lodges of the Daughters of Rebekah 
in the city. There Odd Fellows and 
“Odd Women,” so to speak, have al- 
ways been conspicuous in the frater- 


nal and benevolent work done in the 


community. Out of the ranks of At- 
lanta’s Odd Fellows two grand sires 
of the whole order have been chosen; 
they being Colonel Luther J. Glenn 
and Colonel John B. Goodwyn, ‘The 
latter was afterwards made grand 
scribe of the national order, and died 
in office several years ago in Balti- 
more, 

The Knights of Pythias is strongly 
r.nresented in Atlanta. There are 
seven lodges in active operation, a tem- 
ple of the Knights of Khorassan, and 
a section of the Endowment rank. 
This order was founded by Julius 
Rathbone in Washington City in 
1864. and with the motive to draw 
together at the end of the conflict 
the men of the north and the south 
who were then embattled. Rathbone 
believed that the cause of the Union 
would be successful, and that the 
men of the south would then need 
the fraternal svmpathy and aid of 
moral and benevolent men in the 
north. He founded the order, there-

fore, upon principles of generous fra- 
ternity and pure patriotism The — 
growth of the order in the south, how® 
ever, was slow until in the seventies. — 
As nearly as the record shows the — 
first lodge in this city, Atlanta lodge © 
No. 20, ‘was instituted in 1879, and 
has since continued to be the mother — 
lodge of the Pythians of Atlanta. ~ 
Upon its roster appear the names oF 
hundreds of the best citizens of the 
last 50 years. The Knights of Py- 
thias constitute the thir’ most numef- 
ous fraternal order in the world. 

At the present time every popular 
fraternal order in Amerita has more 
or less representation in the city, in- 
cluding the improved Order of 
Men, Woodmen of the World, Junior 
Order of United American Mechanics, 
the i’enevolent and Protective Order 
of bk.ss, the Fraternal Order of Ea- 
gles, the Knights of Maccadees, the 
Independent Order of B'nai Brith, the 
ree Song of Israel, the Knights of 
Columbus, the Grand Lodge of the 
National Order of Pipe Smokers, and 
a luige of Chinese Free Masons. 
These are all active agencies in pro- 
moting the social, protective and bene- 
ficial objects of their institutions, 

Along patriotic lines we have ft 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, the United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, six. camps of the United 
(Confederate Veterans, a chapter of the 
disabled American veterans of the 
world war, a post of the veterans ef 


foreign wars, two camps of’ the 
United Spanish War Veterans and 
the O. M. Mitchell pest of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. The latter 
was organized in 1S70 and embodies 
surviving veterans of the Union army 
of 1861-65, and has for its special 
funetion the annual decoration of the 
graves of the federal dead in the na- 
tional cemetery at Marietta. 

The above enumeration is neces- 
sarily only partial, and is but a 
modicum list of the hundreds of fe- 
ligious relief, humane and benevolent 
clubs and societies that have their 
domiciles and fields of operation in 
the city.
